Chapter XXX.—Cobb Mastered ‘90 Feet’—Tricks, 
Deception, Planned Plays.

T'y Cobb was the first man to score 
from second base on an infield out. He | 
used various tricks to accomplish this. | 
ile was net running and trusting to | 
uch for his plays had been carefuliy | 
pianned by him with all details taken | 
into consideration. Some of them, of | 
course, Came on the spur of the mo- | 
ment as the opportunity presented it- 
self, but most of them were the result 
oi deep study and intricate planning. 
Cobb often relates how, at the start 
of his career and afzer he was on his 
way to fame, he would lie in bed at 
night, awake, in the darkness, plan- 
ning some new move, some new spec- 
tacuiar turn. | 

Ilis attack was always planned ac- | 
“ording to the opposing team. Lis, 
eucceess lay in outwitting the defense 
of the opposition. ‘These defenses dif- | 
fersd and therefore Cobb's attack dif- 
fered. He played according to the 
individual ability of the fielders oppos- 
ing him If the infield was slow then 
all he would have to depend upon was 
his speed and a good lead. Ile was | 
able to get the lead because he gen- | 
erally knew the pitoher’s characteris- 
ties. He could tell when the pitcher 
intended pitching to the batter and | 
when he intended throwing to a bag. 
We do not remember ever seeing Cobb | 
have a long lead when the pitcher 
threw to a base. He was not caught | 
napping a dozen times during his case | 
reer. Any time he had a long lead the | 
pitcher delivered” to the batter.” With 
bis long lead, his quick start and his 
speed, he had an advantage that no, 
rlow infield could discount. 

Depending on Infield. 

With a fast infield Cobb resorted to 
trickery and deception. It was then 
that he depended upon cunning and 
ingenuity. Cobb, advancing to second 
or third on an out at first, would take 
a lead toward the next base and come 
io a dead stop. The first baseman, 
assured that Cobb did not intend go- 
ing any further, would leisurely puil 
back his arm to toss the ball to the 
pitcher. Cobb realized that the first 
baseman could not very well fail to go 
through with the leisure toss after the 
arm motion had started, or if he did 
he would have to pull back his arm 
and “reset” for a fast throw. In either 
instance Cobb had the advantage and | 
as the first baseman started to toss ' 
Cobb broke for the next base. If | 
the first baseman went through with | 
the toss the pitcher would turn. to | 
take the ball, tu and throw to the 
base toward which (‘obb. was ad- | 
vaneing. This would take so much | 
{ime that if would he next to impos- 
sible to catch Cobh on the relayed 
throw, especially as the pitcher's 
throw would be hurried and probably 
wild. If the first baseman, seeing 
Cobb start, pulled back his arm a 
second time for a fast throw, he would | 
overhurry the throw and most always 
make a wild peg.
